. How many of you ever noticed that after spending a great deal of time, 
money,and effort on an antenna installation,that after a year or g80,it 
is all rusted out? this decay process may vary in different locations 
(damp or salt spray areas being the worst) mut sooner or later old man 
rust wins out.,Of course as time passes nearly everything exposed to the 
elements bears marks of such, but television installations seem prone to 
be first, The reason is rather plain to see,the equipment just isn't 
built to take itt, So fer this month I thought decay would be a good 
subject to converse upon, ‘ ' 

4s to antennas first,the way some are thrown together is really a Joke, 

-I don't intend to do a song and dance on this aspect, just suggest you 
get ‘a good one in the first place, Quality names like Channel Master, 
Winegard,Taco,Amphenol,and others can furnish you with good material, 
while names like Snyder, Walsco,JFD, ete can furnish you with junk,Proof? 
Take JFD for example, I know some of you have antennas of this brand, 
and Ihave. nothing to say. against their gaiw or performance here, just: 
about the way they are constructed and how well they hold up,On the 
market JFD has a antenna called the "DODO", It 1s a copy of the Channel 
Master "Champion",but what a difference) Channel Master uses heavier 
‘tubing, better rivets,and petter insulators,It will last longer,and stand 
the weather many times better than its tird rate copy, I know for I have 

had both! I will-now stick my neck cut and suggest you biy'nothing 
manifacttiired by JFD, There antennas are poor as mentioried,and their 
accessories like lightning arresters,insulators,mast brackets etc are 
equally poor,but priced in the same range of better material, I have 
nothing personal against this company; just thought you AIPAers could use 
thig data when making your equipment selections, 

, The rotor,a most important item as & DX tool,is usually with some 
exceptions a fair item, I believe Alliance are the best,but they tndeed- 
have some. faults, Their back clamp rusté rather quickly,and the bolts 
and mits used here are quite poor, The mast clamps are lacking in holding 
power on heavy arrays ,and a cheap gasket is used under the terminal 
cover, The Alliance thrust bearings are of good design, but again employ 
ppor hardware, , . : :

Masts;Use a hoavy wall,seamless and treated tube, Never use aluminum, - 
just good géteel, You will see good steel masts advortised in various 
electronic publications, Guy Wires Most guy wire ig either too thing, 
easily rusts,or both! I suggest you tse heavy duty. aluminum wire,or 
obtain steel wire from a non TV source.Insulators:General Cement makes 
as good as any, Watch out for"off brands",and bargain lots, Roof Mounts 
and Chimney bands; Penn is. one name to look for in roof mounts, Never 
buy a mount that will require bending to meet requirements,or is low 
priced, As for chimney kits,use only stainless steel strapping. Arresters: 
If it-were not for the lossf gf a fused telephone type should be used, 
Since this type is out I suggest a low loss Amphenol model, If possible 
mount 1t where it will not be exposed to the elements, Ground wire, Rods, 
and Clamps; Ground wire should be a No, 8 hard drawn copper wire, 
Aluminum is second choice, Since good ground rods can't be obtained from 
fV sources, I suggest you purchase one from a commerical electrical 
suppliex, Your clamp should he of heavy duty copper and purchased from

the best . : 

It had been qgefinitely proven that to. get DX consistantly one needs 
an antenna with gain in the order of 20DB. How ever it is not impesible 
to DX with a lower gain, ewten rabbit ears,or conicals.. A High rejection 
from the rear of the antenna 1s. also a prerequisit. The OLAX-has 3. 
reflectors where mogt others have only ones Where one has the fac~ 
ilities to switch from one antenna to another as I have,you can readily ; 
see the advantage and differencee In this location, when I beam on 
Chicago WBBM 2 I have St Louis KTVI2 on the back or vise versa. Ch 4 
KMOX 8t Louis & Milwaukee WIMJ4 Channel 5 StyLouls KSD and Chicago 5 
WNBQ are simular cases, The-.co-channel interference is terrific unless 
your antenna has a high front to back ratio. 

We have several choices, we can purchase our antennas or we can 
construct them. Space problems are alwaya'a qraw-bach to those, of us 
who live in the city. To those who are blessed with the wide open spaces 
I will later discribe a fixed position antenna called the Rhombic, 

The first consideration in a rotatable antenna which any one can 
construct is a 5 or 10 element Yaggi. If you do not have a source where 
you can puchase aluminygm tubing I would suggest your contacting various 
Tv service men or dealers to get the discarded VHF Antennas they take 
downe The element tubing should be $ inch outside diametor. The Boom 
shoulg be 1 inch or 11/4 inch out side diameter. < If the lengths are 
shorter than you require you can splice them either swodging the end of 
one tube till it will just slip over the other. A small bolt will 
gorure them. The other method wolud be to slip a short section of 

ubing inside the two ends and again sue a small bolt to each section 
be Joined.

In.1953, when Gordon was in his Junior year at college, he started working part-time 
as Research Assistant in the Biophysics department of the’ Coll ‘of Medical Evangelists 
(CME) at Loma Linda near Ie Sierra, California, His job was to “design, construct, and: 
maintain special electronics equipment for medical research and clinical use," Soe 
equipment included an electron microscope, PH meters, electronic thermometers, etc, Bew~ 
cause of his almost fill-time work, Gordon had little time for DX, The next summer he 
graduated from college with a BA degree’in Physics, and went-to work full-time at CME. 

Gordon was drafted on January 8, '55, inducted on Jan, 18, sent to Fort Sam Houston 
for 11 weeks of medical-basic training, and then assigned to the US Army Hospital in 
Fort Lee, at Petersburg, Virginia, as a medical maintenance mang ~- ~
